SMOKELESS FUEL 
ECONOMICS. 
WOMAN’S TOUCH IN SMOKE 
ABATEMENT CATECHISM. 


The Smoke Abatement League of Great 
Britain is taking novel steps to ascertain the 
attitude of the public towards the domestic 
use of solid ól gcoim fuels. 

The League has drawn up a questionnaire 
from which it is hoped to be able to ascertain 
the experiences of users of smokeless fuel in 
all parts of the country. The purpose of the 
inguiry is to assist in the abatement of 
smoke and its attendant evils. 

The framing of the questions, if one may 
judge by the shrewdness of the points 
covered; reveals the hand of the practical 
housewife. Here are a few :— 

What type of grate is employed ? 

How does the smokeless fuel compare with 
coal in such mattere as cost, heat, ease of 
lighting, rate and steadiness “of burning, 
cleanliness, and quantity of ash and cinder ? 

What are its chief advantages and dis- 
advantages compared with coal, and ie its 
general efficiency and economy greater or 
less ? 

Does it give a cheerful blaze ?! 

The questionnaire promises to have an 
interesting bearing on the servant problem, 
inasmuch as it seeks information about the 
amount of attention required by the fire, the 
ease of filling and carrying of ecuttles, and 
the cleaning of the fireplace and room. 

On the cooking side there are questions 


relating to its efficiency for heating the oven, 
boiling, frying, etc.,

It is anticipated that the results will pro- 


vide most useful data for judging the rela- 
tive efficiency of the various forms of smoke- 
less fuel—the subject which will probably 
be further debated at the Smoke Abatement 
Conference to be held shortly at Harrogate.

THE GOLDEN AGE. 


- With endless golden threads woven 
into _— the beauty of fashions for 
this autumn, the period may well be 


recorded as the ‘golden age of clothes,” 
tor the metalic note is one of the outstand- 
ing features deviséd) in the first place, by 
the famous weavers of France, and then used 
lavishly by the dressmakers of Paris, with 
final emphasis placed upon the golden note 
by women themselves. 

“Both gold and silver bring more than 

beauty to the creations for autumn. They 
contribute to the increasing tendency of 
greater femininity in dress, even in the frock 
that otherwise might be termed boyish. 
Broadly speaking, every dressmaker in Paris 
has brought out models created of metalli- 
cised fabrics, whether for sports, afternoon 
or evening. 
For sports, the jumper may gleam much, 
or little, with its threads of gold. Jerseys, 
which once were thought of as soft, warm 
textures, have risen higher in he sphere, 
with the added wealth of gold. In the 
majority of instances, the jumper is made in 
a metallicised material with a skirt in the 
same fabric, without the metal. On the 
other hand, there are entire frocks of sports 
type made of the golden weave. 


FOR THE EVENING, 


Gold and silver may not only be a basic 
note for the material itself, in shot gold 
satin, or one of the numerous lamés, which 
serve for gowns and wraps; but gold or 
silver may appear in embroidery, in sequins, 
or in some other decorative element. Another 
new note of the season, which links itaelf 
with the Golden Age, is the use of fur to 
match the colour of the wrap. { 
Evening gowns in lamé are frequently 
draped in the order of new things, with the 
symmetrical note of the season given particular 
emphasis, by a side dip in the skirt, or a 
floating panel from the shoulder. 

From tip to toe gold comes as an important 
feature in the matter of accessories, There 
are golden sequins, or yellow stones, in bags 
for evening. Dancing shoes come in scores cf 
new designs in golden fabrics and golden 
trimmings. Even shoes, for daytime, may 
be piped in bold. Gold quill feathers are set 
on a smart little hat of black and gold metal, 
or may form a tulle-topped bandeau intended 
for eveuing wear. 

Necklaces and bracelets are shown in gold 
for afternoon wear, belts for sports dresses 
are in gold and silver links, while frocks for 
afternoon may have a gold mesh belt. 
NOVELTIES. 


Among the novelties seen at the Openings 
is the ' Nautch Girl” eash. Irrespective 
of fashion, this sash, draped closely around 
the hips, is so constantly being revived that 
it never seems to be out of date. In con- 
junction with the pouched bodice and bolero, 
it has, however a real raison d’étre, at once 
defining a raised waist and preserving slim 
hips. Tied in a rather fussy outstanding 
bow and ends at one side, this sash accords 
the necessary softness to a frock, otherwise 
inclined to be severe. 

The spiral silhouette will be with us again 
in the winter modes, and women may be 
happy, for this is a very graceful mode. 
Built up like a tower, in gradually increasing 
lines, are a number of gowns of the hour. 
Sometimes bands, again just seams, are 
wound spiral-wise round the figure, the latter 
more often than not resolving into pleats.

A TERRIBLE ORDEAL. .... | 


Few citizens of any city have had to 
face such a terrible ordeal as fell to the 
lot of Londoners on that fair September 

" morning in 1666. There had been a long 
drought, and consequently everything 
wag “in a highly inflammable condition. 
When we remember that the vast majority 
of the shops and houses were constructed 
for the most part of wood, causing the 
fire to meet with little or no resistance 
in its first -stages,it is not hard to picture 
the dismay of the citizens at finding this 
terrible’enenry at their very doors. 
~ Everything served but to feed the 
hungry flames; the very stones of the 
churches merely provided more fuel. As 
Evelyn says: “ The stones of Paules flew: 
like granados, the melting lead running 
down the street in a streame.’’’ Eye- 
i withes#es have “left us vivid pictures of 
HS heart-rendin 
all sides as the terfor-stricken people 
made desperate efforts to save their pro- 
perty and valuables from the all-devour- 
ing flames. i 

hey stayed in their homes as long as 
E possible, hoping against hope that the 
ng fire would spend itself before reachi..g 
their immediate neighbourhood ; but, like 
an avenging army, it roared its way 
across London, aided by a “ mighty high 
wind,” as Pepys says. He, of course,, 
was everywhere—now attending on the 
King at Whitehall, where he very sensibly 
urged Charles to give orders for the 
destruction of houses in the path of the 
fire: now hunting high and low for that 
“silly “man,” the Lord Mayor. “Sir 
. Thomas Bludworth was found at last in 
Canning street, with a ‘‘.handkercher ”’ 
round his neck, giving contradictory 
orders to the workmen, and generally 

“making confusion worse confounded. 


THE LORD MAYOR'S PLIGHT. 


Upon receiving the King’s orders for 
the destruction of all houses in the way 
of the fire, he cried, like a fainting 
woman, says Pepys, “Lord! What can 
I do? I am spent; people will not obey 
me. I have been pulling down houses, 
but the fire overtakes us faster than we 
can do it.” Poor man! One feels that he 
found the situation quite beyond his 
rather limited powers. It was one thing 
to preside and make graceful speeches at 
City banquets. and quite another to have 
the responsibilities of such a situation as 
this suddenly thrust upon his very un- 
willing shoulders. Catastrophe had over- 
taken the fair City of London, and it 
found her Chief Magistrate unprepared. 

Many people—unwisely, as it turned 
out—removed all their portable goods to 
the nearest church, but all too frequently 
it was simply a matter of postponing the 
inevitable end. Others secured carts and 
vehicles of all descriptions, and a con- 
tinuous stream of these might be seen 
making their way to the pastoral districts, 
which then constituted the suburbs of 
London. According to Evelyn, two hun- 
dred thousand homeless people were 
gathered in the fields of Islington and 
Highgate alone. 

ts, loaded almost to sinking point, 
made their slow way down the Thames, 
and, after discharging their cargoes of 
household furniture, etc., returned again 
to the burning city, where their owners 
received fabylous sums to remove some 
rich citizen’s property to a place of safety. 
Characteristically, Pepys, true to his 
dominant passion, even in this time of 
crisis, remarks: “ River full of lighters 
and boats taking in goods, and . good 
goods swimming in the water, and only 
I observed that hardly one lighter or boat 
in three, but there was a pair of 
Virginalls in it.” All readers of the 
Diary will remember Pepys’s love of 
music, and his particular affection for 
this instrument, which is now more 
familiar to us as the spinet. 

So the great exodus went on. Pepys 
himself prudently removed his goods to 
Deptford, burying his wine, together with 
a parmazan cheese, in the garden 
attached to the Admiralty offices. 


THE BURNING OF ST. PAUL'S. 


On the 4th of September the authorities 
began to blow up the houses with gun- 
powder, and for the first time since the 
outbreak they made a little headway 
against the flames; but already some of 
the most famous buildings in London had 
been utterly destroyed. The Guildhall, 
the Custom House, the prisons of New- 
gate and the Fleet, all were burned, and 
in the Royal Exchange nothing remained 
of the pillars and statuary ; but a picture 
of Sir Thomas Gresham, the founder, was 
almost miraculously preserved from 
destruction. The Clothworkers “Hall, a 
famous London landmark, burned - for 
three days and nights, a steady sheet of 
flame coming from the cellars, where vast , 
quantities of oil had been stored. ° 

It was the burning of St. Paul’s which 
_the citizens most deplored. To them it 
was, perhaps, the most treasured of all 
the City churches, and even to-day most 
Londoners regard the district surrounding 
the new St. Paul's with particular affec- 
tion. In spite of changing fashions of 
residence, it will, I think, always remain 
the heart of London. In 1666 nearly all 
the booksellers had their stalls round 
about the churchyard of St. Paul’s, so 
that the havoc wrought among their 

.. stock by fire can better be imaginfd than 

’ “described. A contemporary—a bookseller 

' himself—put the loss sustained by the 
booksellers at £150,000, a prodigious sum 
in those days. A particularly valuable 
library was that of St. Paul's School— 
founded by Dean Colet—and this, jtoo, 
was involved in the genera] destruction. 

When the time arrived to estimate the 
we ey 9 caused by the fire, it was found 
that from the time when it started in 
Pudding lane, until it burnt itself out in 
Pye Corner, in Giltspur street, four hun- 
dred streets, consisting of thirteen

Sunny Florence. 


I. wonder (writes my friend, who 
already has supplied me with accounts of 
her Italian visits) if Dublin is having a 
heat wave just now? Here in Florence 
we are endeavouring to keep cool, with 
the thermometer standing at 96 in the 
shade. It is not, however, so difficult an 
achievement as one might be disposed to 
think; for the tall houses help to shade 
the streets, and everywhere, of course, 
there are sun-blinds, so that one may 
walk the length of several streets. and 
remain under a continous awning. | 

I had thought it likely that cool, 
refreshing breezes might blow out at 
Certosa—which lies a few miles outside 
Florence—but the city, with its shaded 
and well-watered streets, is really much 
cooler. To Certosa the way lies along a 
hot and very dusty road (no rain has 
fallen. here for two months), and at the 
end of the journey by tram there remains 
a steep climb to the famous monastery. 
Once there, fatigue is forgotten. The 
monks belong to a very strict order— 
Carthusian; but the lay brothers. are 
busy folk, who make the chartreuse for 
which Certosa is noted. I was not 
allowed to sample a quaint little bottle of 
green chartreuse, holding about a Jiqueur 
glass full. “No,” said the brother in 
charge of the shop; ‘‘green is too strong 
for ladies—you must have yellow.” They 
do a roaring trade here also, in scent, 
liqueur sweets and lavender sachets. 

In the courtyard wall there are seventy- 
five medallions, all Della Robbius; and 
in the Sacristy we were shown the most 
wonderful polished wood—a lovely satin- 
like walnut.

To my delight (my correspondent con- 
tinues), I found the Uffizi quite 
pleasantly cool; but one could not stay 
at the cpen windows for any length of 
time to look at the wonderful view—the 
heat was far too intense.

that the rainfall last year was 5.55 inches 
as against 5.97 inches last month. 
Extracts from the Meteorological Register, 
kindly supplied by the Ordnance Survey 
Office, Pheenix Park, show that the tempera- 
ture on the whole was much the same in 
August, 1928, as in August, 1927. True, this 
year the maximum temperature in the air 
was 75.9 as against 72.0, but the minimum 
this year was 26.0 as against 37.6, and the 


mean temperature 57.2 compared with 58.8. 


The minimum on the grass was at or below 
“0 degrees on the nights of the Ist and 2nd 
August this year. The warmest day was the 
Sth, and the coldest night the 1st. 

There were 187.2 honrs of sunshine, the 
Ist of the month being favoured with the 
most—13 hours. 

Rain fell on 22 days. the heaviest rainfall— 
0.69 inch—oceurring on the 26€th

SACRED WHITE 
ELEPHANT. 


THE ALLEGED CURSE. 
AS MUCH A MYTH AS 
THE ANIMAL. 

(By NEVILL CORBETTA.) 


T was probably no more than a 
coincidence that a strange double 
tragedy occurred at the London ‘ Zéo’ 
on the very “- Wa, 
sacred white elephants, died in Calcutta. 
We do not like to lose our popular legends, 
but it is really no more than a romantic 
myth that all who may be associated with 
a white elephant away from its sacred 
Lome are accu . 
As a fact, the worst curse which appears 
to have fallen on those who have brought 
white elephants to'the West has been that 


of sadly overestimating their money- 
making powers. This was all = 
is 


happened to the great Barnum. 
agents made secret overtures to King 
Theebaw at, the psychological moment 
when that extravagant monarch was short 
of money. 

The Kings of Burmah and Siam, are 
titular Kings of the White Elephant, and 
are regarded as that animal’s sacred pro- 
tectors and guardians. The time came, 
however, when the King felt, like Pooh 
Bah, that he could pocket his pride and 
sacred trust if the bribe were not too in- 
sulting, The one peril lay in the risk of 
the white elephant’s being seen en route 
by religious fanatics. The art of camou- 
flage was anticipated ; it was painted red 
and _ blue. | 

After that nothing happened of a 
romantic nature. The troubles of Barnum 
were solely that the public discovered for 
the first time that there is no genuinely 
white elephant. They were disappointed, 
and the ‘* boom ’”’ fizzled out. 


DISILLUSIONMENT. 


During the time when Pa Wa was at 
the London “ Zoo’’ there was the same 
disillusionment. He came with the most 
elaborate credentials to the effect that he 
was ‘‘the species of white sacred elephant 
and possesses the qualities and attributes 
of such.’" Despite. the claim, however, 
one had not to observe very closely to see 
that he was pinkish. 


Few serious authorities believe in the} 


legend of a curse. Obviously, if there 
were any terrible penalties awaiting those 
who kept white elephants from their 
traditional home, we should assuredly 
expect those chiefly responsible for the 
wrench to suffer. Barnum went safely 
on his way for years after his white 
elephant had been smuggled away, with 
connivance of King Theebaw, and con- 
tinued to amass riches. The anthorities 
governing the London “Zoo” never 
suffered misfortunes; for the - great 
gardens in Regent’s Park continue to hold 
their place in popular favour. 

In fact, all elephants have at some time 
been regarded, with almost: religious 
reverence. There have been myths that 
they must not be moved lest curses follow, 
but such legends appear to have been no 
more than myths. Indeed, it was con- 
sidered the highest compliment to a 
foreign potentate to present him with an 
elephant. That was how the first ever 
came to England. 


NEW TO ENGLAND. 


It was in the thirteenth century that the 
King of France gave Henry III. a royal 
elephant. This creature had one of the 
most extraordinary triumphal progresses 
in British annals. It was landed at 
Sandwich, and then walked to London, 
while everywhere enormous crowds turned 
out to see the first elephant that ever set 
hooves on English soil. The Sheriffs were 
ordered to build a house for it in the 
Tower of London. One of the legends 
about this elephant was that it would not 
enter a ship or a new home until its keeper 
had sworn a solemn oath before it that it 
should return to die in its own country. - 

The myth of the white elephant has 
known its comedy as wel] as romance. 
One of the most notorious of all white 
elephants was made, not born; yet it was 
supposed to have completely deceived a 
Prince of Siam. It was created by a 
world-famous circus proprietor, who had 
ambitions to follow in the footsteps of 
Barnum, but realised that Great Britain 
had left him no King Theebaw to 
approach. For many weeks he kept an 
elephant in hiding, and had it skilfully 
treated day by day with a special paint. 

In due course this white elephant 
started its successful travels, and it 
happened that in one city the show was 
visited by the Prince of Siam and his 
suite. The proud owner talked with the 
Prince in English. The heir to the title 
of King of the White Elephant knew not 
our language; but it was duly announced 
that he had expressed his admiration. No 
curse rested on this white elephant. It 
may, or may not, have deceived the Prince 
of Siam, but it certainly deceived the 
public, and it helped to make its owner 
rich. R

equipped telescopically, have never been 
able to detect in it any departure from 
the circular form affeeted by all well- 
behaved planetary bodies. 1 priori it 
would appear that 4 small body, closely 
attendant upon such a huge attracting 
mass as Jupiter, might very easily suffer 
4 delocuasion of shape owing to tidal 
action. A similar thing is actually known 
to take place with certain binary stars, 
where the members of the system are very 
close together. Each body is oval or 
pear-shaped, with the longer axis directed 
towards its companion. In the case of 
Jupiter's satellites, however, the matter 
remains in doubt, anes there Ind tele- 
gcope capable of showing up their tiny 
ion ‘iesiks enough to tn A it.

THE MOON. s | 
Last Quarter on the 6th, at 10.35 p.m. 
New Moon on the 14th, at 1.21 a.m. 
First Quarter on the 22nd, at 2.58 a.m. 
Full Moon on the 29th, at 12.43 p.m. 
This Full Moon is the “ Harvest 

Moon.” Occurring at or near the Autumn 

Equinox, the Moon is travelling North at 

the time she is full, and is corisequently 

rising higher in the sky each evening. 

This increase of altitude nearly balances 

the retardation of her rising due to her 

Eastward motion among the stars; so that 

the Harvest Moon rises nearly at the 

same hour for several evenings after Full 

Moon, when harvesting operations benefit 

by the prolonged period of moonlight. 


THE SUN. 


The Sun enters the Sign of Libra at 
7 a.m. on the 23rd. He passes te the 
southward of the Equator, there to remain 
till March 21st, 1929. The 23rd is, there- 
fore, the date of the Autumn Equinox, 
when day and night are equal all over 
the globe for the second time in the year. 

The Sun’s surface has been active dur- 
ing the past month, and on one or two 
occasions displays of Aurora were seen 
from various places in the British. Isles. 
The frequency of Aurora in this part of 
the world is increasing generally, and 
will continue to increase for the next 
century or more. The reason of this is 
that the Magnetic Pole is not a fixed 
point on the Earth’s surface, but moves 
in a roughly circular track about the 
pole of rotation, and in a counter-clock- 
wise direction in the Northern Hemi- 
sphere. The present position of the North 
Magnetic Pole is in 71° North latitude 
and 96° West longitude—that is to say, 
among the islands in the Arctic Ocean, 
North of Hudson Bay. It is moving in 
the direction of Greenland, and by the 
end of the present century will be in the 
neighbourhood of Iceland. It will then be 
only some 1,200 miles distant from our 
own islands, the inhabitants of which will 
have the ‘‘ Northern Lights ” as familiar 
as they are now in the Canadian North- 
West. 


THE STARS. 


The position of the starry heavens at 
midnight on September 1st, 11 p.m. on 
the 15th and 10 p.m. on the 30th is as 
follows :— 

Pegasus and Aquarius are on the 
meridian, looking South. Cepheus is over- 
head. Nearly due South, and very low 
down, is Fomalhaut, a bright star, which 
only just rises: above our horizon. To the 
West are Aquila, Cygnus and Lyra, 
marked respectively by the bright stars 
Altair, Deneb and Vega. Serpens and 
Ophiuchus are setting. Hercules and 
Corona Borealis will soon set also. : 

‘In the East are few bright stars, but 
Aldebaran has not long risen, and the 
never-setting Capella is close in attend- 
ance on him. The Great Square of 
Pegasus is easily recognised a little to the 
left of South, and the chain of second 
magnitude stars which connects it up 
with Andromeda and Perseus guides the 
eye to the principal objects of interest 
in this part of the sky. Among them are 
Algol, the remarkable variable star, ithe 
Great Nebula in Andromeda and the 
wonderful double cluster in Perseus. All 
these are visible to the naked eye, and the 
two last are marvellous objects in the 
telescope. Below the Pole the Great Bear 
stalks flat along the horizon.

The wettest months of the British year 
are August and October. It is difficult to 
say which of the two holds the record : for 
sometimes one gets in first, and sometimes 
the other. But in October we have all 
finished with holidays and outdoor 
pleasures, and settled down to our jobs ;

DR. GREGG'S ADDRESS.

Special Services of Thanksgiving for the 
signing of the Peace Pact were held in Christ 
Church Cathedral, Dublin, yesterday morning 
ind aíternoon. 

The Archbishop of Dublin, who was the 
oreacher at Morning Service, said—We are 
joining to-day with Christian people of many 
lands in thanking God for the international 
agreement which was signed in Paris on 
Monday last. It is called, in common 
parlance, the Peace Pact, and the 
significance of the proceedings is found in 
this—that the security for the implementing 
of the Pact is found not in force, but in good- 
will. The Peace Pact is an instrument which 
would have seemed strangely impractical to 
the statesmen of Europe of half a century 
ago, or even of a later time. Hitherto 
has been dictated by victor to vanquished, 
and peace meant that either defeat or ex- 
haustion had brought about the cessation of 
warfare. But, except for the fact that the 
belligerents had ceased from killing one 


another, peace had small meaning. Peace 
meant the triumphant assertion of superior 
for e. 


jut the Peace Pact of 1928 is not a witness 
to the crushing superiority of numbers, lt 
is the witness to a sincere desire on the part 
of civilised peoples to deal with one another 
on the basis of reason and good-will. No 
doubt, they only learnt the bankruptcy of 
force through bitter experience; but it is a 
very blessed thing that the lesson has lost 
jnost of its rancour and bitterness, and has 
entered into the stored experience of our 
generation as an abiding moral “possession. 
Force, we all now agree, settles nothing. 
And so, in the ten years which have passed 
since the peace which was signed at Ver- 


sailles, a very great development has taken 
place. The nations want to avoid war. ‘They 
would prefer that national differences should 


ie adjusted by consent,*and not by pressure. 
They recognise that another war on the scale 
of the last would destroy the civilisation that 
we know.

WHAT IS PEACE? 

Peace is not a pious hope, not the mere 
non-existence of war; peace involves the 
resolved creation within the neoples of moral 

- obstacles.to the breaking out of war. And 
so peace is the temper that has turned away 
from the lust of glory and power, and from 
the futile notion that national well-being can 
be measured in terms of national wealth. 
Peace is the temper that recognises that it 
is righteousness that exalts a nation. Peace 
has its victories when nations learn to conquer 
themselves; when, instead of seeking to rival 
one another in ships and guns, they establish 
a generous rivalry in the advancement of 
knowledge and the conquest of human 
suffering. . 

Let us not for one moment imagine that 
we have yet arrived at world peace. But 
we see to-day, under favourable conditions 
of calm, the implanting of a strong moral 
prejudice against the resort to. war in the 
minds of the peoples of: Europe and the 
world. And we have to acknowledge the 
debt under which we lie to the distinguished 
\merican statesman at present in our® city, 
for the determination with which he pressed 
his vision and his ideal’ upon the nations. 
But ultimately the only thing that will 
conquer and subdue the human heart, with 

passions, its jealousies, and its self- 

assertions, is obedience to Jesus Christ. In 

Him we possess the one principle of unifica-

tion of interests that the world contains. 
Jesus Christ is the one aim and object 
which all, whether nations or individuals, 


can seek, and can all find together, and can 
all share; and can all realise to the full in 
finding simultaneously. Jesus Christ is the 
world’s hope; for reconciliation is the govern- 
._ mg truth of His person and His teaching. 
Christ is peace. 

If we desire a world peace pact. we shall 
find its terms set out for us in the New 
Testament. When the Christ of the New 
Testament becomes not only the subject of 
study, but the voluntarily accepted law of 
nations and individuals, then there will be 
peace in the world} because the principles of 
peace will be in men’s hearts.

THE CHURCH’S : MISSION. 


Canon J. H. Lewis-Crosby was the preacher 


in the afternoon. To-day? he said, we 
worship here the Prince of Peace with a 
hope new-born from the events of last week. 


The signature of the Peace Pact by 
the plenipotentiaries of fifteen nations does 
not raise an impassable barrier against war. 
The adherence to the Pact by all the other 
nations does not render war impossible. But 
each nation that pledges its honour to re- 
nounce war adds a new link to the chain 
which holds in check the dogs of war... . 

But the Church ‘must not rest content with 
defending the ideals set forth in the Peace 
Pact. The surest foundations for gn will 


not be the Treaty, but international goodwill 
which expresses itself by the Treaty. .It is 
therefore, urgent that the Church should 


call the peoples of the world to ways of 
international goodwill. . The Charch, 
if she is faithful to her calling, will know no 
boundaries to the domain of goodwill. 
_ it is true that the record of the Churches 
in the cause of peace is unworthy of them. 
A divided and warring Church was in no 
position to be a witness for international 
peace communions, whose leaders regarded 
each other with feelings of suspicion and ill- 
will, , But we pray and hope for better and 
more Christlike things. The Church, in 
calling the nations to peace, will, peradven- 
ture, rebuke herself for deeds of strife and 
'''terness, and re-examine her specious pleas 
for disunion. But the Church has still 
further work to do. There must be 
A recognised code of international law. . . . 
The cause of peace demands, and the Pact 
of Peace pee, that without delay inter- 
national law should be developed to meet 
present-day circumstances, and that it should 
be codified. 
| ‘Then, again, to proclaim that disputes will 
© settled by peaceful means and at the same 
ime to prepare for war, is wholly incon- 
fistent, Steps must be taken to limit arma- 
nents as a preparation for the time when 
srinies will be replaced by police—possibly 
in international police force. If immediate 
and whole-hearted action be not taken, the 
reace Pact will become the butt of the 
‘corner... The Church will not do well to 
jemand that any nation. should cast dis- 
retion.to the winds; nor to proclaim that 
the signature of the Pact has drawn all the 
dragon’s teeth. But it should insist that 
Strenuous efforts for a drastic, though 
gradual, disarmament will be the acid test 
of the sincerity of the signatory nations.’’ 
There was a large congregation, including 
representatives of other nations, peace 
societies, and othér organisations. The 
first lesson was read by the Rev. J. A. Duke 
and the second lesson by the Rev. J. J. 
Macaulay. Special prayers and thanksgivings 
were read by the Dean, and the Benediction 
was pronounced by the Archbishop of Dublin. 
The offertory was on behalf of the World 
Alliance for Promoting International Friend- 
sip through the Churches.

QUEENSTOWN AS AIR PORT. 


It is only natural that great interest 
should have been aroused in the South by 
Monday’s incident at Queenstown, when 
the American millionaire, Mr. William B. 
Leeds, and his valet, on arriving by the 
Cunarder Scythia from New York, were 
met by the Imperial Airways’ seaplane 
Calcutta, in which they left immediately 
afterwards for France. It is also natural 
to assume that the venture marks the 
beginning of a new epoch in the history 
of Cork Harbour, for the port’s splendid 
expanse of water and its ideal 
geographical position provide every 
facility for linking up with the trans- 
Atlantic liners an aerial service to the 
Continent and to England. 

With the development of aerial com 
munication proceeding apace in many 
lands, it is inevitable that sooner or later 
some such scheme for shortening the 
trans-Atlantic journey both for passengers 
and mails will be at least the subject of 
experiment, und there is no reason to 
doubt its ultimate success. Queenstown 
has suffered many vicissitudes, but the 
possibilities opened up by Monday’s 
incident are not unlikely to materialise in 
a manner that will restore Cork’s port to 
fortune’s favour. 


PUBLIC HEALTH CRUX. 


The recent action of the Cork County 
Board of Health restricting the powers of 
its district committees was .followed a 
week ago by the refusal of the Western 
Committee to function, and the situation 
has since become aggravated by the deci- 
sion of the Southern Committee to go “ on 
strike” also. The fact of the Board 
reserving the right of ratification of 
lettings of labourers’ cottages seems to be 
the principal bone of contention, ‘and 
angry protests preceded the Western 
Committee’s decision to transact no’ busi- 
ness until the origina] powers be restored. 
The first meeting of the new Southern 
Committee was held in Cork on Thurs- 
day, and after re-electing Mr. Timothy 
Corcoran as Chairman, and choosing Mr.

TOWN.PLANNING. 


Among the guests entertained by the 
Cork Rotar Club during the week was 
Mr. Alfred Pike, Secretary of the Garden 
Cities and Town-planning Association, 


London, delegates from which Association 
have been visiting Ireland to study muni- 
cipal development, housing arid town- 
planning, as Ag W “osy in the principal 
cities of the Irish Free State. Mr. Pike 
briefly outlined his impressions, and ex- 
pressed the view that Ireland would more 
and more be visited by tourists from 
England, and that the country had im- 
mense possibilities for future develop- 
ment. 

It was not,. however, go much. with 
tourist traffic as with the preservation of 
rural amenities that the lecturer dealt, 
and he made a strong case for the adop- 
tion of town-planning acts to enable local 
authorities to exercise proper supervision 
over municipal development. : 

An interesting discussion followed, in 
which several members condemned hap- 
hasard building, and were unanimous as 
to the need for some form of Town- 
planning. or Regional Development Act to 
centrol the development of the country. 

The Borough Commissioner (Mr. P. 
Monahan) pointed out the necessity for 
the education of public opinion by volun- 
tary societies, as it was the function of 
the public authority to follow, rather 
than mould, public opinion, and he gave 
point to his remarks by: quoting the case 
of the erection of Messrs. Ford's Cork 
factory, with its consequent breaking of 
the Marina Walk. A .properly-educated 
| public opinion, he said, would have been 
able to preserve that beautiful walk for 
the city. 

The Chairman, Mr. R. W. Sinnott, in 
conveying a vote of thanks to the 
lecturer, said that the charm of Ireland 
was its natural beauty, and he sincerely 
hoped that the most beautifnl spots would 
not become commercialised like the beauty 
spots of Great Britain. 


SEASIDE DEVELOPMENS. 


It was in the course of the discussion 
referred to above that Mr. Henry H.,Hill, 
architect, who, by the way, has just been 
appointed Lecturer in Architecture at 
University College, Cork, very strongly 
condemned the manner in which certain 
seaside resorts, notably Crosshaven, have 
beeen. developed. Only a dozen miles 
from the city, Crosshaven is naturally a 
very popular resort with Cork people in 
the summer months. 

As distinct from families who take a 
residence there for a month or two each 
year, there .s a big number of people 
who spend Saturdays and Sundays there 
throughout the entire season. It is the 
latter class of holiday-maker that has 
been responsible for a development which 
Mr. Hill described as ‘‘ nothing short of 
‘a national scandal’’’; for most of the 
‘““ week-enders’’ have in recent years 
erected small bungalows or huts of a very 
modest character. There must be a 
hundred of them in Fennell’s Bay alone, 
where such a type of building was un- 
known fifteen, or even ten, years ago. 

“One sees,’ complained Mr. Hill, 
“the worst possible type of huts and 
-buildings erected on the most beautiful 
positions, not merely spoiling the beauti- 
ful aspect of the seaside, but also without 
any hygienic services, without any roads, 
without any civilised services of any kind. 
It is not merely a disgrace ; it is a danger 
to health.”’ 

It is hardly possible to give expression 
to a more powerful plea for the proper 
regulation of regional development than to 
state thé facts with regard to Crosshaven 
as bluntly and as truthfully as Mr. Hill 
has done. 


civilisation survive? When they thought of 
the destructive power of many inventions 
which had been developed since the Great 
War they might well pause in horror and 
ask: Are these terrible agencies to be let 
loose in destruction upon mankind? He had 
heard Sir Henry Wilson say on a memorable 
occasion that “ the danger before mankind 
was that the next great war, if it ever came, 
would be war of machines on women and 
children and not a war of armies struggling 
with armies.” 
Now, the Peace Pact signed last week was 
an effort to avert so terrible a consum- 
mation. It was a proof that mankind was 
beginning to shrink in horror from the 
thought of it. The terms of the Pact and 
the circumstances of it had made it clear 
that it was not to be used as an instrument 
of aggression by depriving threatened a 
from Tegithnate means of defence. The Pact 
was a splendid effort to induce the nations 
to settle their differences by conference and 
negotiation,-and not by the violence of war. 
That all the greatest nations in the world 
should agree to this principle was a matter 
of supreme importance, and was a fact which 
encouraged the hope that the world might, 
with Divine blessing, be entering upon a 
rod in which the peaceful progress of 
banana as a whole would become the aim 
of all statesmanship. 
“Let them pray very earnestly that from 
this beginning there might emerge a new and 
more blessed era in history. If there was to 
be that outcome it was clear that the signing 
of the Pact must be a beginning and not an 
end. To be carried “out in action the Pact 
must have behind it the moral conviction of 
the peoples whose representatives had signed 
ee duty rested upon them all, and upon 
all thinking persons, to ey + tr their Govern- 
ments in the action they had taken. Let no 
one imagine that he or she was too insigni- 
ficant to have an effect. Each one counted 
for something in the total effect, and every 
soul animated by strong conviction was a 
source of inspiration for many.

The whole Christian world, 
he said, rejoices, and looks forward | with 
happy anticipation to the cessation of war 
throughout. the world. Christianity has 
now ba in existence for over 1,900 years. 
and it is an amasing and startling fact that 
it is only in the year 1928 that such a meet- 
ing was held. Bear in mind that. Chris- 
tianity, the religion of Jesus Christ, imposed 
upon all its adherents the practice of gentle- 
ness, kindness, forgiveness, and unse; ORS 
in dealing with others, Yet, this vital fact 
has not prevented nations nominally Chris- 
tian from going to war with each other. We 
have now seen what war can do. . ., 

If you were asked to give a definition of 
war, you could not do better than to say 
it. represented the negation of everything 
Christian. Does it not seem at once revolt- 
ing and satanic that the finest intellects in 
the world should be occupied with the best 
methods for destroying human life? Think 
of what war has done during recent years. 
It is not to be marvelled at that the world 
has at last woke up to see, even with dim 
perception, the abominable iniquity of war 


If such another pór ain burst upon the 
world they might well ask: How could 


if the world war seems to have been essen- 
tial before its iniquity was generally realised. 


CHRISTIANITY’S FAILURE. 

It is interesting to consider the reason 
of tke failure of Christianity hitherto to 
dominate and influence the relations between 
one country’ and another. The plain fact 
is that no serious effort has been mads to apply 
the principle of Christianity to Governments 
in their relations with each other, and the 
reason for this is that such a thing as moral 
force is never recognised. Physical force is 
recognised all the world over as the final 
court of appeal, and yet, is it not marvellous 
that men of the highest.order of intelligence 
will not recognise that what is brought about 
by unfair means will not last? There is still 
—even now—a mad race to keep one’s 
country in the forefront in the acquisition of 
territory, trade and influence. When have 
we ever heard of a leader asking the country 
to submit to a wrong on the ground t the 
power of God will bring righteousness to\light 
and make justice ag clear as the noon¥Yay? 

To reconcile principles of Christianity 
war is impossible. We must show to the 
nations who have caused war, that they were 
proceeding from wrong and immoral prin- 
ciples, and that that fact has brought about 
their ruin. We point, then, to the teaching 
of history. If there is one thing made more 
clear than another by the history of the past, 
it is that nothing that is not based upon 
pure morality will last. 

History shows plainly that whether the 
time may be ten years or a hundred years, 
destruction has inevitably followed the doing 
of wrong by an individual or by a nation. 
The time has come when there ought to be 
a public demand that the principle of 
Christianity shall become active in the rela- 
tions of one country with another. Already 
we hear that at the first. indications of serious 
trouble between countries, the Pact of last 
Monday will become a scrap of paper. It all 
depends upon the. motives that lay behind 
the signing of the agreement. 

There is no doubt as to the anxiety of the 
world to have done with war; but there is 
always the danger that the motive behind it 
is not sufficiently sound to ensure perman- 
ency. If it is only because of the effects of 
war—hunger, .misery, ruin—then as soon 
as the sun of prosperity shines again there 
will be the same readiness to arm and to 
fight. ” But if there is the desire behind that 
agreement to live like Christians, and make 
the Faith of Christ a dominating power in 
the relations of countries with each other, 
then fhe effect will be wonderful.

OFFICIAL STATEMENT

The Chairman said that a deputation which 
had waited upon Sir Walter Nugent, Chair- 
man of the Great Southern Railways, on the 
subject, had been very courteonsly received 
by Sir Wallter and other directors. 

Continuing, the Chairman said that the 
most sinister part of the whole thing was 
that the directors evidently were determined 
to carry out this behind the backs of the 
people. He believed that this change, if 
carried out, would be a permanent obstruction 
to the development of Galway port. His 
opinion was that it could never be made a 
port of call with a single line. 

RAILWAY CHAIRMAN'S LETTER. 

The following letter from Sir Walter 
Nugent, dated Ist September, was read :— 

“ DEAR S1r,—Since receiving your invita- 
tion to attend in SE on Reside I met, 
as you are aware, a deputation from . your 
Commissioners, following which I promised 
/to communicate direct with you before the 
contemplated meeting. My desire is to state 
as plainly as possible the company’s position 
and to deal with the various points raised, as 
well as with’ rumours and unauthorised state- 
ments which have appeared in some of the 
Press. 

“ First, with regard to the further singling 
of portions of the line, I would point out that 
the singling of double lines is by no means a 
new or untried plan, as is shown by the 
following instances which have been already 
carried out :—

“I may say that when first a portion of the 
main line, viz.: from Galway to Oranmore, 
was singled in 1927, the same fears were felt 
locally as to the result, as are now felt by 
your Commissioners, but they were subse- 
quently proved to be groundless, and in no 
way was the working of the line prejudiced. 
In none of the singlings referred to above 
were the same facilities given for the quick 
handling of traffic as will be provided in the 
alterations now contemplated, but even with- 
out these more modern improvements no 
trouble has been experienced in dealing with 
all the traffic offered. i 

‘‘The new and improved system of signal- 
ling will enable all the work on the portions 
of the system singled to be done, plus a fifty 
per cent. increase in traffic, as safely and as 
quickly in the future over a single line as it 
has been in the past over double lines. 

“ With regard to the fear that the proposed 
changes would necessitate the dismantling of 
stations and reduction of sidings, the very 
opposite is the case.. In the singlings now 
being undertaken at each station additional 
siding accommodation to the extent of at 
least 1,000 yards is being provided, together 
with double signalled loops, and provision of 
mechanical staff exchanges, to enable high 
speed through traffic to be dealt with. 
“In the case of Mullingar and Athlone, at 
both stations additional siding accommoda- 
tion to the extent of over three-quarters of a 
mile is being provided, and a double track 
will be left undisturbed. 
“ It will be apparent from what I have said 
that there is no question whatever of stations 
being degraded, nor is there the slightest 
foundation for the suggestion that the relay- 
ing plant is to be removed from Mullingar. 
The question is entirely an economic one. We 
are simply taking advantage of new and 
improved systems of working which will 
enable very large economies to be made, with- 
out depreciating or impairing the earning 
capacity of the company. 
“The effect of the change will not deprive 
the public of any existing transport facilities, 
or affect in any way the frequency, punt- 
tuality or speed of the train services. 
“It is scarcely necessary to add that there 
is not a shadow of foundation for the sugges- 
tion that anywhere lines are being singled for 
the purpose of diverting traffic, or that the 
doubling of single-line tracks has ever been 
contemplated.—Yours very truly, 
‘* WatteR NvGENT.”’ 

THE GOVERNMENT VIEW. 

A Jetter was read from the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, stating :—‘‘ With 
reference to the conversation which Mr. 
Flynn, of this Department, had to-day with 
a deputation in regard to the proposed 
singling of portion of the Great Southern 
line( I am directed to say that if your Council 
desire to establish the casé that the com- 
pany’s action is detrimental to the interests 
of Mullingar, the matter is one to he 
‘dealt with by the Railway Tribunal estab- 
lished hy Section 13 of the Railways Act, 
1924, that body being the machinery set up 
for dealing with such matters. It is sug- 
gested, therefore, that your legal advisers 
should be consulted as to the course to be 


taken.’’ 

Mr. Henry Broderick, T.D. (Labour). 
Athlone, pointed out how detirmental the 
singling of the line would be to transport, 
articularly live-stock and agriculture. He 
elieved that this was a move to get the 
trade of the West of Ireland diverted to the 
Southern railway line by Rosslare and Cork. 
It was, absurd and ridiculous to say that as 
much traffic could be carried on a single as 
on a double line. 

SENATOR’S ILLUSTRATION. 
Senator McGuinness, Longford, expressed 
the view that the singling of the line would 
be detrimental to the best interests of the 


Midlands and West. The company had 
breá singled the line trom Longford to 
Inny Junction. About six weeks ago he was 


travelling from Dublin to Longford and 
owing to the single line he was delayed «n 
hour and a half on the journey through an 
accident at the junction. 

Mr. Michael p. Connolly, T.D. (Govt.), 
Longford, said that this was a national 
» question, where great interests were involved, 
and they would take it to the proper quarter, 
where. they would make their views felt, 
Mr, M. J. Kennedy, T.D. (Fianna Fail), 
said that they were there to emphasise the 
doctrine that property had its duties as well 
as its rights.

countries.’’

THE ULSTER GRAND 
PRIX. 


SPEED “RECORDS” BROKEN 


- 


J. C, ALLEN FATALLY INJURED. 


No one would have dared to predict before the 
start of last Saturday's Ulster Grand Prix motor 
cycle race that the 205 miles could be covered at 
80 miles per hour. That such a speed could be 
maintained for ten laps of the 204 miles circuit, 
with its several severe bends and corners, seemed 
im possible. But when, at the end of the first 
lap, the leaders shot th h the start—anú. 
“shot” is the best word to- describe their move- 
ment—so fast that it was almost impossible to 
read the large numbers on: their. machines and on 
their backs, it was appreciated-that once agaid 
world's “ records.” would be broken on the County 
Antrim course. 

The speed of Graham Walker (499 cc. Rudge- 
Whitworth), winner of the principal class, was over 
go m.p.h. He covered his last. lap at 82 m.p.h. 
20+ miles in less than fifteen minutes—and on 
straight sections of the course it is reckoned that 
he exceeded 100 m.p.h. 

Walker had not an easy victory, however. 
Throughout he was hard pressed hy C. J. P. Dodson 
(493 c.c. Sunbeam), who, indeed, ted by some 
yards until the last lap. With two-thirds of the 
lap covered Walker was still ten yards behind, 
but on the seven miles Clady “ straight” he need 
every ounce of his machine’s power, and found he 
could get in front of the Sunbeam _ rider. The 
result was in donbt until the last mile, and when 
Walker and son croseed the finishing line 
within elevent seconds of one another the sper- 
tators “went wild” with excitement an 
enthusiasm. 

THE FIRST IRISHMAN TO FINISH. 

H. G. Tyrell Smith (499 c.c. Rudge-Whitworth) 
finished third, and as the first Irishman home he 
reccived a great ovation. He rode a well-judged 
race, coming into the first three upon the retire- 
ment of T. Bullus (498 c.c. Raleigh), who fell cut 
owing to oil pump trouble, after remaining amongst 
the leaders for 160 miles. 

Frank Longman (348 ¢.c. 


Velocette), who won 


the 350 c.c. class, led his section of the race 
throughout, except for one lap following a stojy for 
replenishments. J. Guthrie (348 c.c. Norton) 


gave him a close run, however, seldom being mores 
than some seconds behind the leader, until a crash 
eliminated him on the last lap. This let L. I. 
Davenport (349 c.c. A.J.8.) into second place, and 
J. W. Shaw (348 c.c. Norton) into third. 

While the 250 c.c. class was not marked by 
any great duels, it was, nevertheless, keenly con- 
tested, the leadership changing no fewer than five 
tims. At the end of the first lap 8S. A. Crabtree 
(248 c.c. Excelsior), T. L. Edmondson (246 c.c. 
O.K. Supreme) and L. C. Crabtree (248 c.c. Ex- 
celsior) passed the timekecpers dead level. S. A. 
Crabtfee held a slicht lead during the next two 
circuits, and when he retired with a broken frame 
C. W. Johnston (248 e.e. Cottén) went in front. 
At the half distance Sax Pearce (248 c.c. Dot 
J.A.P.) was leading, but for the next three laps 
Johnston was again in front. In the pennitimate 


O.K. Supreme) went on to score an easy victory. 
Onlv one other rider finished, L. C. Crabtree. 

There was an even greater debacle in the 
unlimited c.c. class, in which only two riders 
reached the half distance. and only one remnined 
after seven laps. Harry Langman (588 c.c. Scott) 
led from the staft until he retired with three- 
quarters of the distance covered at 74.56 m.p.h. 
George Brockerton (980 c.c. Zenith) was the only 
rider remaining, and his speed for the full journey 
was the comparatively modest one of 67.17. m.p.h. 
He was the only Irish rider to win a first place. 

RIDER SUCCUMBS TO HIS INJURIES. 

The race was vnfortunately marred by a fatal 
accident. J. C. Allen, of Ayr. a well-known com- 
petitor at Scottish sand meetings, fell at Thorn 
Cottage, the first severe bend on the course, on the 
first lap. Tis skull wae fractured. and he died im 
the Roval Victoria HWosnital seven hoors later. The 
riders had been started en masse, with the result 
that there was considerable jockeying for position 
as the first corner was approached. Allen took the 
corner wide and rather fast, getting into the 
trinket at the side of the road, and falling before 
he could slow or regain the roadway. 

Speaking at the prize distribution, held 
Thompson’s Restanrant, Belfast. Graham Walker 
paid a sympathetic and eloquent tribute to the 
rider who was killed. Walker, who won the 
Leinster “ Hundred” a few weeks ago, announced 
that the Ulster Grand Prix would not be his last 
race, as he had stated in Dublin. He intended to 
continue racing for another year.

Air Raid Lessons. 


Londoners and visitors to London who 
beheld the stirring spectacle of the recent 
mock conflict in the skies above the 
Imperial capital,,cannot but be curious 
touching the conclusions which the experts 
drew from the manceuvres. Writing in the 
Sunday, Times, Sir Sidney Low discusses 
some of the lessons which are evident to 
shrewd observation. The mock attack, he 
says, was met in a fashion which would 
have inflicted heavy losses on the enemy 
in real combat. The defensive system 
obviously has reached a fine pitch of de- 
velopment. London is immeasurably better 
guarded than she was during the Great 
War. For this, the enthusiasm of civilian 
aviators and observers—men, maihly of the 
professional class, who are qualifying 
during their leisure hours for aerial service 
—must be thanked. On the other hand, 
admirable as the defences were, some of 
the enemy got through. They dropped 
mock bombs on the Air Ministry itself. 
They could have done the same to the 
Treasury, the War Office, and the 
Admiralty, and “ they coyld have dropped 
a sufficient quantity of explosives and 
poison gas upon London to have rendered 
parts of it uninhabitable.’’ The evidence 
suggests that in aerial warfare the attack 
will be more formidable than the defence. 
Complete immunity cannot be ensured. If 
500 bombing aeroplanes were launched 
against London, guns and fighting aero- 
planes might account for the great 
majority of them; but ifonly a tenth part 
got past the defences, every machine 
carrying a ton of bombs, ruination would 
be wrought upon the greater part of the 
Metropolis. No effective reply would be 
possible save a similar attack upon the 
enemy capital. The war thus would be re- 
solved into a trial of endurance between 
two enormous concentrations of popula- 
tion, each of which would come near to

within half an hour. How is England to 
be secured against a mortal blow struck 
at her heart?

Firstly, the administra- 
tive and financial headquarters of the 
country could be shifted to a less exposed 
inland site. Secondly, an immense pro- 
vision of underground shelters for the 
yopulation could be constructed. These 
shelters cculd be used as garages in time 
of peace, and as “refuges, to which 
hundreds of thousands of persons would 
pour at the first alarm, in time of war.

The increase in exports is very 
cheerful. They had been on the down 
grade for such a long period of time that 
many people had begun almost to despair 
of a revival.

The International Congress of Orient- 
alists, which has been in session at Oxford 


ing of Orientalists ever known, and the 


ordinarily wide range of subjects—from 
“ the names for the sun and moon in 
Basque and Indo-European languages ' to 


Australian languages, according to a 
paper by the Very Rev. W. Schmidt, 
which was read on Friday, are among the 
oldest stages of human speech, but 
scarcely anything is known of them by 
linguists. Mr. B. Thomas lectured on 
unknown South Arabia, through which he 
had accomplished a camel journey of six 
hundred miles—exploring regions where 
no European before him had set foot. He 
encountered some mysterious non-Arabic 
tribes, and studied their customg and 
languages. He surmised that these people 
are Hamitic, and that they may be identi- 
fied with the Hadoram of Genesis and the 
Adramite of Pliny. He also discovered 
some inscriptions in Sabean—the lan- 
guage of the Queen of Sheba. Larlier in 
the week, Dr. Alan Gardiner discussed 
the oftigin of the alphabet, and another 
speaker examined the influence of Eastern 
upon European art in modern times. 
Thus, by patient research in a hundred 
different fields, progress, is being made 
towards a real outline of history. This 
work is international in the truest sense. 
It is undertaken by enthusiasts, some- 
times at their own expense and at much 
personal risk ; and, as the Congress urged 
by a resolution, it should receive every 
practical assistance from Governments.

BURNED TO ASHES. 
A fire broke out after the aeroplane had 
crashed, and when the first witnesses 
arrived on the scene the aerowlane was 
already a heap of flaming wreckage, and 
the five occupants had been burned to 
death. It was only after two hours’ work 
that the charred remains could be freed 
from the débris. 
Military honours were paid to the 
victims as all that was lef: of them was 
carried from the scene. 
The remains were placed in coffins, and 
are now lying in the hospital at Toul. 
The French flag is draped over M. 
Bokanowski’s coffin, which is guarded by 
soldiers. At’ the request of his family, 
AM. Bokanowski’s remains will be brought 
at once to Paris, where it will be taken 
to the Ministry of Commerce, where there 
will be a lying-in-state for several days. 


BREAKING THE NEWS. 

M. Marcel Bokanowski, the late 
Minister's brother, recalled the fearless- 
ness and optimism of his brother, and 
expressed great anxiety over the effect 
which the shocking news may have over 
their mother, aged 79, who is staying at 
Vichy. 

The Minister of the Interior, M. 
Sarraut, broke the news to Mme. 
Bokanowski, who had been playing golf 
at Compiegne. She had just returned in a 
joyful mood to the hotel for lunch, when 
M. Sarraut’s car dashed up. 

PETROL TANKS EXPLODE. 

It was just before 9 o’clock that M. 
Bokanowski, accompanied by M. Viguier, 
director of the Aeroport of Toul, arrived at 
the aerodrome of La Croix de Metx, halt 
a mile outside the town. 

The Minister seemed in cheerful mood, 
und smiled as he took his place in the 
aeroplane, which took off a few minutes 
after nine. Soon after the start Captain 
Houpert, of the 2lst Air Regiment, whose 
‘plane was to act as escort to the Minister, 
saw the other machine make a sharp turn 
to the right, and then slip into a nose- 
dive: 

Captain Houpert considers that the acci- 
dent was probably due to a failure of the 
engine, and consequent loss of flying speed. 
When the aeroplane crashed, the 700 litres 
of petrol in the tanks exploded, and the 
machine became a veritable furnace. When 
at last it was possible to extract the 
victims they could only be identified by 
such of their belongings as had not been 


DIFFICULTY AT THE START. 

Eye-witnesses state that the pilot had 
some difliculty in starting up the engine, 
which misfired badly. Also, after the 
aeroplane had begun to rise, it touched 
the ground three times before getting well 
away. The aeroplane, which had but one 
motor, was flying against an easterly 
wind, and ascended quickly to an altitude 
of about five hundred feet, when the pilot 
was seen to turn. 

At that moment the motor failed, and 
the machine fell like a stone into a corn- 
field. The ground was very hard owing 
to the prolonged drought, and the aero- 
plane overturned. Then, to the horror of 
the spectators, sheets of flame were seén 
to shoot into the air, the impact of the 
aeroplane having caused the petrol to 
explode. 

HEART PIERCED BY PENCIL 

Helpers dashed to the scene, only to 
find the fire too fierce for them to 
approach, and they were obliged to let 
the flames burn themselves out. The fire 
lasted for an hour, and -at the end of 
which time the onlookers were able to 
draw near the five bodies, which had been 
thrown out of the fuselage and had been 
burned beyond recognition. M. Bokanow- 
ski's pencilholder was found ‘embedded 
in his ribs, piercing his heart. 


IDENTIFIED BY A CHARM. 

M. Bokanowski was identified by his 
platinum watch, which had stopped at 
9.15, the minute at which the aeroplane 
hit the ground. The mechanic was identi- 
fied by a charm representing a stork, and 
the pilot by a key. : ‘ 

The machine was a Spad 56, with air- 
cooled engine, and had already accom- 
plished several journeys between Paris 
and Strasbourg. 

It was inspected yesterday evening by 
M. Clement, assistant to the commander 
‘of the Airport of Le Bourget. The pilot, 
M. Hanin, obtained his certificate in 1916, 
and had more than 6,000 flying hours to 
his credit. He-was regarded as one of the 
best pilots of the International Aerial 
Navigation Company. He was married 
and the father of a family, as was M. 
Lefranc, the secretary of the company, 
who was killed at the same time.

TORPEDOED. 

As the result of a severe wound he was 
withdrawn from active service, and in 
1916, whén the attitude of King Con- 
stantine of Greece caused the. ‘espatch of 
various inter-Allied missions to Athens, 
M. Bokanowski was sent as a member. 
He embarked in the battleship Provence, 
but off Sicily the ship was torpedoed by 
a German submarine. Bokanowski was 
flung into the water, and owed his life 
to the fact that he was able to cling to a 
piece “of wreckage. Fortunately the sea 
was calm; for it was several hours before 
he was picked up by a lifeboat. 

The aeroplane im which he met his death 
left Le Bourget last night for Toul, and 
the Secretary of the International Aerial 
Navigation Company, who was also one of 
to-day’s victims, dropped a flag and a 


bouquet of flowers over M. Poincaré’s

It is recalled that this is not the first 
time that a French Cabinet Minister has 
met his death in an aeroplane accident. 
As long ago as 1911 M. Bertaux, who was 
then Minister for War, was killed in a 
crash at Issy-les-Moulireaux, and M. 
Monis, the Prime Minister, was injured.

AIRMAN'S PAPERS BURNED. 


An R.A.F. pilot was killed when his 
machine crashed at Great Glen, near 
Leicester, last evening. After the crash 
fire broke out, and the airman’s body was 
badly charred and his _ identification 
papers destroyed. 

Owing to the fierceness of the flames it 
was impossible to approach the aeroplane 
for a quarter of an hour, when the 
machine was then burnt beyond recogni- 
tion. 

The accident took place close to the 
village church, and during the Evening 
Service special reference was made to the 
occurrence, while suitable hymns were 
sung and prayers said. 

In an interview Mr. Fulcher, an eye- 
witness of the accident, said:—‘‘I was 
standing at the corner of Station lane 
when I saw an aeroplane come over. It 
was flying rather low. It circled round 
twice. Something seemed to go wrong, 
and it came down in a nose dive. 

“ It struck the ground and rebounded, 
and it was not until it came to earth 
again that it took fire. Then, of course, 
the flames were so fierce that it. was im- 
possible to do anything but wait. 

“There was plenty of help at hand 
immediately, but nothing could be done.” 

The y was removed in a motor van, 
sent by the High Sheriff of the county, 
who lives at Great Glen Manor, to a shed 
at the back of one of the public-houses 
in the village to await identification.

LEINSTER SCHEME 
SUPPLY BOARD’S PLAN 
FOR WIRING.

Although it will be at least a year before 


electricity 'is generated from the huge 
turbings which are being erected at Ardna- 
crusha, the Leinster circuit will be opened 
on October Ist. It will be linked up with 
the Dublin Corporation works, and some 
thirty-two towns and townships will be 
supplied with light and power by means 
of the overhead network of wires which 
has recently been erected in the province. 
| It is understood thatthe Electricity 
Supply Board are at present considering 
the question of charges. 
A MINIMUM CHARGE. 
It is probable that a fixed minimum 
charge per week, based on the valuation 
of the houses, will be put into operation. 
In some cases this. fixed charge may be as 
low as 6d., but naturally it will be con- 
siderably more in the Dublin area, where 
rateable values are much higher than in 
the country towns. This fixed charge will 
include the repayment of the cost of 
wiring, which is to be undertaken by the 
Electricity Supply Board. Over and 
above this fixed minimum a charge of 2d. 
— will be made for the electricity 
used. 
2s. 6d. PER WEEK. 
At this rate it is estimated that oceu- 
piers of five-roomed houses in the rural 
towns, where the rateable values are low, 
will pay about 2s. 6d. per week for the 
lighting of their houses and a supply of 
power sufficient to work a vacuum cleaner, 
and also an iron for laundry work. This

81-YEARS-OLD WOMAN

Thrilling scenes attended a fire which 
early yesterday completely destroyed the 
Cameron boarding house on the sea front 
at Herne Bay, Kent. The fire started on 
the ground floor, and, fanned by a strong 
breeze, spread rapidly. The flames lit up 
the sea for a considerable distance. 

Mr. Herbert Gough, a visitor from West

Knowing 
that an 81 years old woman, who was deaf, 
was staying in the house, Mr. Gough 
battered down the door of her bedroum, 
and assisted her to escape from the 
window by means of knotted blankets, 
during which she sustained slight injuries, 
and was taken to hospital.

The other visitors got out of the burn- 
ing building by climbing down a rain pipe 
in their night clothes, and “ picnicked’’ 


of the adjoining houses, who were ordered 
to leave until all danger of the fire spread-

-While the brigade were battling with 
the flames the visitors on the beach kept 
up their spirits with the aid of a grama- 
phone. 

All the visitors’ property was lost. They 

were given .shelter and clothing by the 
Y.M.C.A. an@ by neighbouring residents. 
Mr. Gough, who was to have started in 
a new post at Bournemouth to-day, lost 
all his clothing and money, while two 
young sisters were left with only 7s. 6d. 
between them. 
When the burnt out building was 
entered by firemen the old lady’s watch 
and money, which she had placed. under 
the mattress of her bed. were found to 
have been unharmed by the flames.

WOMAN BURNED TO DEATH 
Mrs. Young, aged 28, of Cherry Hall, 
Lumley, Durham, was burned to death, 
and several other passengers. were 
seriously injured, when a _ fully-loaded 
motor ’bus, travelling between Sunderland 
and Consett, ran through a fence, over- 
Turned, and caught fire near Chester-le- 


When passing a place known as Lumley 
Thicks the driver apparently missed the 
kerb in the thick fog, and the ’bus, break- 
ing through a thick fence, fell into a field 
some nine feet below the road level and 
was overturned. The windows were 
smashed, the tank exploded and the ‘bus 
caught fire. The flames rapidly consumed 
the woodwork of the vehicle and threatened 
the injured passengers. Several passengers 
with their clothes on fire escaped through 
th rear emergency door, and more than 
one—among them Mrs. Young—were 
pinned amid the burning débris. 

William Ridley, of Hardley terrace, 
Oxhill, although badly injured, rushed 
back into the burning vehicle and rescued 
an old woman, Jane Dodds, most of whose 
clothes had been burnt off. 

The body #f Mrs. Young, charred beyond 
recognition, was identified by means of 
some keys. She leaves a husband and 
three children. 

Dr. J. F. Sweeney, of Lumley, attended 
to the injured, many of whom were taken 
in ambulances and ‘buses to the surgery 
of Dr. W. A. McKellar, in Chester-le- 
Street, while three persons were sent to 
Newcastle Infirmary. 

Despite the use of fire-extinguishers the 
‘bus soon .burnt itself out, nothing being 
left but portion of the chassis.

casters, while others fai] to get the best 


effects, is a question discussed sometimes, 
but not often enough, by those most con- 
cerned. Mr. Seamus Hughes, the 


Announcer in the Dublin Broadcasting 


Station, gave his opinion to an Irish 
Times representative at the studio. The 


whole reason, he suggests, is that some 
ag trouble to study the medium they 


ave to employ, and others do not— 


perhaps cannot—attempt to master the 
technique. Some are naturally good broad- 


casters. Even these, however, have some- 
thing to learn—how, .for instance, to 


manage the voice when speaking into the 
microphone, the proper distance at which 


to stand, and when to go closer or move 
-further away. 

For the achievement of good results it 
is essential to have co-operation between 
the person broadcasting and the operator, 
\whose functions will be explained in a 


moment. The best broadcaster is one who 


studies his medium and leaves the least 
possible amount of work to the operator. 

At this point some account of the 
operator’s part will help to elucidate the 
matter. While a broadcast is in progress, 
the operator sits before a contro] board, 


on which, controlling an amplifier, are 


knobs similar to those of an ordinary 


valve listening set. Facing him is a meter 


of the index dial. Its purpose is to 
register the electrical pressure set up UV 
the impact of the sound waves that are 
generated by the performer, whether 
singer, speaker, or instrumentalist. 


AT THE SWITCH. 

From the commencement of a perform- 
ance the operater is on the alert. At the 
outset he endéavours to estimate the 
volume of what is coming, according to 


the type of performance. It may be 4 


brass band or the voice of a girl speaking 
—two extremes, which at once indicate 4 
difference in receptive requirements. As 
soon. as the first sounds are received he 
begins to make adjustments to a finer de- 
gree. The controls are regulated accord- 
ing to the strength of the current set up. 
As they are operated they have the effect 


of confining the artiste’s voice (if we take 


as instance a speaker or singer) within 
certain limits covering the average 
pressure of current set up by that per- 
formance. 

The perfect broadcaster not only keeps 
within these limits, but gives the operator 
the minimum of trouble by so managing 


his tone so as to get effects of piano or 
forte without delivering a shock to the 


microphone which would cause violent 
oscillations in the meter before the operator. 
To secure this smoothness of reproduction 
the artiste, particularly the vocalist, must 
cultivate a style to suit the microphone 
and develop a technique for broadcasting 
which is quite distinct from the methods 
necessary to get the best platform effects. 
Indeed, success in the studio may be 
reached by means the very opposite of those 
used for concert hall effect. Enunciation 
will be made as nearly as possible legato; 
sparing and carefully judged must be 
such sforzando effects as are necessary. 
When giving a passage that requires a 
sudden outburst of tone, the successful 
broadcasting artist will withdraw from 
the microphone a pace or two, and so, 
through the softening effect of distance, 
avoid the shock to the microphone which 
would be given by a sudden emission of 
forte tone from a piano distance. 


THE COST OF BUNGLING. 


Not big delivery, but good delivery it is 


that counts: that is the beginner’s first 
lesson. A small modicum of tone is 
enough, and the plant does the rest. With 
the best intentions in the world a bungler 
at broadcasting may keep the operator on 
tenterhooks watching his meter lest, under 
some crazy impression that his voice has to 
travel a mighty distance by his own un- 
aided efforts, the performer may wreck 
the whole plant. The receptive plant is 
delicate in its constitution, and a shock 
to its system, if unchecked, may result in 
damage to the extent of some hundreds of 
pounds. 

Most successful in broadcasting are those 
who can face the microphone without self- 
consciousness. For many nervous per- 
formers it is not an advantage that they 
are shut up in a studio without a staring 
crowd in front of them. In such cases 
the invisible host inspires more dread 
than a visible array of listeners. Imagi- 
nation nags at them and brings before 
them visions of bored listeners making 
acrid criticisms. Others, though not 
nervous, miss that stimulus of a visible 
response to their work, to which they have 
been accustomed in their previous public 
performances. Everyone reacts to the trial 
of the studio performance in a different 
way. In the heavy silence of that room, 
with its walls muffled. in heavy buff 
drapery, there is something that weighs on 
one which might easily depress a person 
who can walk without a qualm on to a 
platform with a large audience before him. 


THE ANNOUNCER’S TASKS. 

Having a share in the work of a broad- 
casting station is, to put it mildly, “ not 
a bobby’s job.” Watching the announcer 
at his numerous duties, it seemed as if he 
would need to be in half-a-dozen places at 
once. It sounds simplé to be an 
announcer. Many of the listeners pro- 
bably think that the person who has that 
position can go off and have a sleep or a 
drink as soon as he has announced the 
next item. Experience of the Dublin 
studio soon would alter their opinion. Mr. 
Hughes's evening seems to be a very active 
saedietubeinen. 

In aarge volume on the table near the 
microphone he enters every item in an 
elaborate manner, so that a complete 
record of every day’s work is available. 
He. meets all the performers as. they 
arrive, and has to answer and ask 
innumerable questions. When the tele- 
phone rings, nine times out of every ten 
it is Mr. Hughes who is wanted to answer 
it. To him it is that the beginner must 
apply for advice, and often he who must 
give advice to those who do not know 
they need any and sometimes are not 
very willing to take advantage of it. 

Education in broadcasting apparently is 
not yet considered necessary, and those 
who, by stern experience, have accumu- 
lated some knowledge of the matter must 
try and drill it into those who come to 
the studio, not knowing that broadcasting 
is in itself a special art that must be 
acquired, and will never come by chance. 

Many are the delicate questions that 
arise in the studio for diplomatic 
handling. There are people who consider 
the broadcasting station a place to come 
to for help in very odd private affairs. 
One gentleman rang up 2RN one night, 
and, having given proof of his complete 
respectability, stated that he had lost his 
dog. and would be obliged if they would 
send out an “S.O.S.” in the hope that 
thereby his little pet might be restored. 
They are very obliging people at 2RN, 
but they cannot undertake to look after 
stray dogs and cats!

The stowaway explained that he wanted to 
accompany me in my dash from London to 
the Cape, and feeling certain I would re- 
fuse a direct request, he decided to take a 
ship to Egypt with the intention of stowing 
away in my car a few hours before my de- 
parture from Cairo. 
Such pluck and determination deserves re- 
cognition, so Í have decided to allow the 
stowaway, a young South African from Cape 
Town, who has been holidaying in Europe, 
to accompany me on the journey across 
Africa. 
I arrived at Luxor 18 hours after I left 
Cairo, having driven right through Egypt in 
under 24 hours, which is a new record for 
the 600 miles of tortuous canal banks. I 
often came within an ace of disaster in set- 
ting up this record, for Egypt’s enormous 
cotton crop is now being piaied, and camels 
háit. bales of cotton made progress diffi- 
cult. The roar of the Chrysler’s exhaust 
created great consternation, and several times 
the frightened camels plunged down the canal 
banks, causing their loads to roll off into the 
water.

TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Some of your correspondents seem to 
have wandered from the main road séú: 
certain tortuous and thorny by-paths, with, 
am afraid, in one or two instances, some 
detriment to their good temper. Perhaps, 
they have been irritated by the chatter of 
those very few and very silly people who 
aim at banning everything ty og but no 
such proscription is intended by this bill, 
which is designed to suppress the publication 
of filth—Irish, English or foreign. 

I shall not do any of your correspondents 
the grave injustiee of assuming that he 1n- 
dividually regards with indifference the pro- 
pagation of obscenity, any more than I 
should assume that he individually would 
hesitate to suppress 4 blackguard conversa- 
tion if started in his presence. What, then, 
is their objection to the bill? It is that they 
are uneasy about freedom of opinion. Mr. 
Chesterton has been quoted to the effect that 
free expression of opinion is the essence of 
liberakism. We shall all agree that the Con- 
stitution and laws of England recognise 
individual liberty to agreater extent, perhaps, 
than those of any other nation. Matthew 
Arnold, indeed, thought that what he styled 
the “English notion of the prime right and 
blessedness of doing as one MWkes” was an 
“é anarchical tendency.’* Yet the principle is 
understood in England as subject to very 
important qualifications. Freedom of speech 
is limited by the law of libel, civil and 
criminal. One may, in fact, be “run in’ 
for undue indulgence in “language.” 
Freedom of action is similarly limited, and 
even the owner of property may not use it 
just as he likes. If he allows, noxious weeds 
to grow unchecked, or his pond to overflow 
his neighbour’s land, or the fumes or noises 
from his factory to become a nuisance, he 
may find himself in the grip of the law. It 
is idle to multiply instances. In fact, the 
theory of individual freedom and its limita- 
tions will be found in a fundamental maxim 
of English jurisprudence—‘‘ Sic utere tuo ut 
alienum non ledas.’’ In other words, there 
must be due regard for the rights of others 
and for the public health and safety. 

If a man may not accuniulate ordure in 
his back-yard, why should he be permitted to 
distribute filth of another kind?’— Yours, etc.,

TESTS WITH DAIRY COWS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—An experiment has just concluded 
here to ascertain how far the feeding of 


} dairy cows, according to their yield of milk 


in the full flush of summer grass, pays. 
‘I welve. cows were selected and divided into 
: A. and B. - On May 20th six cows 
in Group A. gave 180} lbs., and six cows 
in Group B. gave 1 Ibs. Group A. 
weighed 52 c. st., and Group B. e. 
5 st. Group A. were then fed in Ibs. over 
20 Ibs. of milk, 7 Ibs. over 3 lbs. of milk, 
105 lbs. ever 40 lbs. milk apiece. Group B. 
got only grass. 

After six weeks of this treatment, on July 
órd, Group A., the feeders, gave 1524 lbs. 
of milk, and Group B., the non-feeders, gave 
1504 lbs. Both decreased, of course, but. 
the decrease was nearly the same for both 
groups. Group A., the feeders, were 
weighed, and were 54 c. 5 st., an increase 
of 2 c. 2 st., while Group B., the non- 
feeders, weighed 56 c., an increase of 
1] c. 3 st. The six feeders increased in 
weight seven stone more than the six non- 
feeders. 

— A. were now cut off their food, and 
received only grass for seven weeks, and 
Group B. were fed according to milk given. 
On the 22nd August, Group A., now with- 
out food, gave 1514 Jbs. of milk, and Group 
B., now fed, gave 1264 Ibs. of milk. Group 
A weighed 57 c. 5 st. and Group B. weighed 
59 c. 2 st. ‘That is, the six cows which 
were fed in the second period increased 
in their total weight but two stone more 
than the ones which got only grass. 

The result of thé experiment seems to be 
that summer feeding of dairy cows with con- 
centrated food does not y at all, either 
in weight of milk or weld of cow. Food 
was in the early stage a balanced ration of 
oats, barley and maltcombs, and, when grain 
was finished, palm-nut cake. There was no 
material difference in the quantity of milk 


given when feeding with either food.—Yours,

Considering 
the value of the pig industry to all farmers, 
more especially to the small man, one would 
have thought that every endeavour would 
have been made to encourage the same. One 
might expect to see fiumerous classes, both 
open, and confined to the small man, and 
instructional exhibits by the Government 
departments showing the right kind of bacon 
pig and porker. Yet I have carefully followed 
your reports, and find that the pig classes are 
very rarely more than two or three— 
generally “' best boar’ and “' best sow,” with 
no classification of any kind. 


Further, may I venture to criticise the 


attitude of the Press in this respect? On 
an average you devote three-quarters of a 
column of close print to cattle, but, if you 
mention pigs at all, you give them a meagre 
two lines. You neither praise nor blame. 
Boar and sow are apparently beneath can- 
tempt; yet our Irish pig industry reaches 
mto a very large sum per annum. Surely 
it would be worth while to stimulate your 
readers’ interest in this side of farming b 
discussing the best type of pig and the | 
grading up of the average animal, and by 
pointing out the real value of swine in the 
economics of modern Irish farming.—Y ours 
etc.,.
